The  peace-time  population  is  about  9, 000  which  with  a 
normal  consumption  of  30  gallons  per  head  per  day  equals  a daily 
consumption  of  270,000  gallons.  In  the  summer,  however,  when  there 
is  usually  an  additional  population  due  to  summer  visitors  coincid- 
ing with  the  period  when  the  water  yield  is  at  its  lowest,  there  ic 
usually  a period  of  three  months  when  the  quantity  of  water  produce 
is  barely  sufficient  to  supply  demand. 


Under  present  circumstances  it  is  impossible  to  estimate 
the*  population  and  consumption  varies,  but  water  lias  been  obtained 
from  other  authorities  (Folkestone  Water  Co. ) and  has  been  sold  to 
other  authorities  (EL ham  Valley  Water  Co.  ). 

Quality.  Samples  have  been  sent  for  bacteriological  examination 
from*  all  the  above  sources. 


During  the  year  it  has  been  found  that  the  existing  system 
of  chlorination  of  Bluohouse  water  is  not  satisfactory.  A number  of 
samples  were  taken  and  it  was  found  that  there  were  excessive  quan- 
tities of  iron  which  prevented  good  chlorination  of  the  water  and 
that  the  p.h.  value  of  the  water  required  correction.  Accordingly, 
a scheme  for  bettqr  airation  and  filtration  to  remove  the  iron  and 
for  lime  dosing  to  correct  the  p.h.  value  was  approved  by  the  Counci] 
and  work  is  now  in  hand. 


Footling  water  is  of  similar  quality  to  the  above  and  will 
be  treated  by  the  same  plant. 

Supplies.  AH  supplies  of  water  in  the  Borough  arc  constant. 

Every  house  is  supplied  direct  from  the  mains.  Wo  water 
supplies  in  the  Borough  have  any  plumbo  solvent  action.
